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And whereas I am satisfied that the adoption of immediate 
preventive measures is absolutely necessary for the mainte 
nance of public place and tranquility in Goa ; 

Now , therefore , I , D , K. Das , I. A. S., District Magistrate 
of Goa , in exerase of the powers vested in me under Section 
144 of the Criminal Procedure Code: 1898 , do hereby order 
as under : 

1. No public meeting shall be held in any open public place , 
street , thoroughfare or by - lane within the District of Goa ; 

2. No procession of five or more persons shall be taken out 
in any public place , street, road, thoroughfare or by - lane 
within the District of Goa ; 

3. No collection or assembly of 5 or more persons shall 
gather in any open public place, stroet, road , thoroughfare or 
by - lane within the District of Goa . 

This Order shall come into force with immediate effect and 
shall remain in force for a period of seven days . 

The above restrictions will not be applicable to public ser 
vants on duty , marriage and funeral processions and to bona 
fide religious processions for which prior permission has been 
obtained from the District Magistrate, Sub - Divisional Magis 
trate or the Senior Superintendent of Police in Goa .

The Public Generally , 

Whereas it has been reported by the Police that the pro 
paganda done by different political parties and groups in 
connection with the Opinion Poll hats roused the passions of 
the people in Goa and has created a tense atmosphere ; and 
funther a few incidents of violence have occurred in the terri 
tory and consequently the general atmosphere in Goa is 
highly surcharged and there is a likelihood of the distur 
hance of public tranquility ; 

And whereas it has been reported that holding of public 
meetings and taking of processions after the announcement 
of the results of the Opinion Poll would further seriously 
endanger the maintenance of public order and tranquility in 
Goa and would consequently lead to a series of riots or affrays 
in Goa ;
